Chaplin, now 69, has been liv- 
ing in Switzerland for six years 
with his present wife, Oona 
O'Neill, daughter of the late 
playwright Eugene O'Neill, and 
their six children. He has abso- 
lutely no assets in this country. 
The Internal Revenue had long 
since privately given up hope of 
ever collecting its claim. 

Yet, last month, it was an- 
nounced that Chaplin’s lawyers 
had gone to the tax agents and 
settled the claim. 

Rudy P. Herzog, chief counsel 
of the Internal Revenue Service, 
thought he might have the an- 
swer.

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Wind swept the snow in drifts 
rover the barnyard of the cen- 
tury-old farm. But when Jack 
Dean, the owner, opened the 
door of his big shed, we walked 
into summer, Lush green grass 
in quantity was growing on 
stacks of shelves in a moist, 
warm atmosphere. This was a 
grass factory, producing an ap- 
petizer for cows. 

It is part of an agribusiness 
setup. Mr. Dean, originally a 
farmer, went into the dairy busi: 
ness when he returned froh ser- 
vices in World War IJ. As the 
dairy thrived, Mr. Dean looked 
about for ways to promote the 
vusiness still further. He decid- 
ed to do it by getting back into 


farming — this time as a side 
line. 
* * * 
He’ bought historic Shaker 


Farm near Berrien Springs, 
Mich., moved out there with his 
family, and proceeded to mod- 
ernize it so that it might .serve 
as a model, demonstrating new 
and more efficient ways of pro~ 
ducing milk. The 200 dairy cows 
on the place furnish only a sma!! 
part of the milk needed by 
Dean’s Dairy, Inc., it takes from 
2,000 to 3,000 cows to produce 
its supply. But the herd per- 
forms several important func- 
tions other thar the traditional 
ones of the cow, such as helping 
establish good customer rel- 
lations. Many people visit the 
farm and see for themselves 
under what excellent conditions 
Dean's milk is produced. Also, 
their children are invited out to 


have fun on the farm — but 
more of this later. 
* * e 


To get back to the grass fac- 
tory: It’s a $7,000 accessory to 
dairy farming. Mr. Dean dis- 
covered a grass machine in op- 
eration. while on a flight to 
Texas in his private plane. It 
interested him, and he made 4 
second flight to Texas to study 
it further. He was convinced 
it could be used with success in 
Michigan and ordered a grass 
machine from the manufacturer 
to try out on Shaker Farm. 

He is now convinced it {s 


“worth its cost, for his operation. 


He has made tests which show 
him that cows are able to utilize 
their feed in better nutritional 
advantage when they start their 
meal with an hors d’oeuvre of 
fresh grassand tender roots sucn 
as are produced here. Actually. 
he says, his cows have increased 
their production up to 25 per 
cent after a few weeks with this 
additional feed. And they cer~ 
tainly enjoy the dainty! 
* = * 

The grass is grown without 
soil. After the seed is started 
with moisture it is placed jn 
broad ‘trays, one over another. 
Sixty gallons of water plus a 
small amount of chemical are 
poured on the top shelf daily and 
the water trickles down. In six 
days something almost unbe- 
lievable has happened, The 
trays are full of bright green 
grass, with blades six to nine 
‘nches long and roots two or 
three Inches deep, ready for 
“harvest” 

It is good grass, says Mr, Dean. 
“Contains more protein than 
alfalfa,” he notes. “And it’s not 
It costs about 
$9 a ton hig to produce. Cost 
$20 or more a ton 
(dry).” 

There are other interesting 
tew methods to be seen on the 
Dean farm. A_ comfortable 
visitory’ gallery with a glass wall 
overlooks the milking parlor, 
giving the “audience” a chance 
to see the modern bulk handling 
of milk, for Grade A rating. In 
this operation milk pails are as 
Cbsolete as pretty milkmaids. 
The fluid is carried directly from 
the cows to bulk containere by 
means of glass pipes. After each 


use, the glass tubes and stainless | 


steel equipment are washed by 
a detergent and given a chlorine 
rinse. To the visitor this appears 
a very. costly operation, but Mr. 
Dean says that it is a labor saver 
end pays if the operation is big 
erléugh, writes Dorothea Kahn 
Jaffe in the Christian Science 
Monitor.

All this is good publicity for 
the. dairy, but the really big pro- 
motional tie-up of dairy and 
farm occurs in summer when 
the children of the dairy cus- 
tomers are invited out one day 
each summer month for “Open 
House at Double D Ranch”. In 
this enterprise Jack’s brother 
Dick plays a big part,.as well as 


other members of the family, and ~ 


all have a wonderful time.

To earn their invitations the 
boys and girls have to qualify 
as “honorary ranch hands” They 
do this by presenting a record

The record 
shows they have brushed their

signed by the foreman. Then 
it’s out to the farm for a day 
of fun.

The Deans enjoy all this as 
much as the visitors, they say.

Both Mr. and Mrs. Dean and 
their children, Julie and Jackie, 
think the life of an “agribusines« 
man” a good one. Kay Dean has 
found an outlet four her artistic 
ability in restoring the old farm- 
house, built in 1829. Jack and 
Dick, former ski-jump champ- 
ions, get fun out of the outdoor 
life it provides 

But the farm is serious busi- 
ness, too. Mr. Dean now uw 
working out a plan for a new 
form of vertical~ integratior 
which is just appearing on the 
horizon. He is preparing to open 
his milking facilities to dairy 
farmers who cannot afford auto- 
mation of their own. They will 
bring in their cows to be milked 
here, paying for the service. This

Sensational sounding headlines, 
ra Ye If any novelist had dared 
to fise them as chapter headings) 
or to indicate the plot of a book 
he would have been held up to 
ridicule. 

Yet truth really is stranger 
than fiction. For, fantastic as it 
sounds, all this really did’ hap- 
pen. What is more, ‘the /head- 
lines” above quoted do not tell 
the whole story. For this race 
also cost the life of a spectator, 
@ woman, who was responsible 
for the “nobbling.” 


The thousands who made their 
way to Epsom that fine summer’s 
day in June, 1913, were looking 
forward to a perfect Derby. The 
sun was hot, with just sufficient 
cloud and a stiff breeze to pro- 
vide. moments of refreshing 
coolness. The field was a top- 
class one, with only fifteen run- 
ners going to the post — not 
too many to clutter up the start, 
nor so few as to weaken interest. 

So the race promised to be 
full of excitement. It was that 
all. right — but not in the ex- 
pected way. 

As the horses lined up for the 
start, there was still no hint of 
the drama that lay not many 
seconds ahead, The flag dropped, 
and the field was away to a 
steady start. 

Nearing Tattenham Corner, 
the crowds looked for the fav- 
ourite, Craganour, and saw him 
well placed, a little way behind 
a 100-1 outsider, Aboyeur. 

These two. looked as though 
they would have the race to 
themselves, for already they 
were several yards clear of the 
remainder. Perhaps if the horses 
had been closer tqgether at this 
point the tragedy that was now 
so near would not have happen- 


For suddenly a woman dashed 
on to the course, into the gap 
between: the two groups of 
horses, Some of the jockeys 
said later that, as they approach~ 
ed, they had seen her struggl- 
ing with a policeman, and even- 
tually break away from him and 
duck under the fail that marked 
the course. Whether she would 
have run out into a bunch of 
horses is something we shall 
never know. 

As it was, she was there in 
time to position herself to take 
a flying leap at the next horse 
to pass. King George V's Anmer. 
She grabbed at the bridle in an 
attempt to pull the anima) round 
jtto the rail and stop it. In- 
stinctively, the frightened horse 
reared and almost threw its 
rider, Herbert Jones. 

So swiftly had this happened 
that nearly all the crowd at 
Tattenham Corner missed it, for 
ythey had turned away to watch 
the race that was developing be- 
tween Craganour and Aboyeur. 

Jones fought grimly to regain 
control of his mount, and -for 
® split second it seemed he 
would succeed: But as Anmer’s

Craganour had been running 
very erratically in the closing 
stages and was alleged to have 
impeded at least one other horse 
and prevented it coming through 
to the front. 


Fifteen minutes passed ... 
twenty .-. . half an hour. Then 
the all-clear was given, and 
Craganour’s number was hoist- 
ed. A great cheer went up from 
those who had. becked the fa- 
yourite. 

But the ‘sensations were not 
over even now. The “all clear” 
was found to be a hoax, and 
once again Craganour’s backers 
were left in suspense as to the 
fate o- their money. 

The next race was run and 
then, finally, came the announce- 
ment. “Craganour disqualified. 
Race awarded to Aboyeur.” 

Still the drama was not quite 
played out. Craganour’s owner, 


the verdict and announced his 
intention to appeal against the 
disqualification of his horse. But 
he waited till next day before 
lodging it, and the stewards told 
him he was then too late. Dis- 
gusted, he vowed he would 
never again race in’ England. He 
sold up his stable and returned 
to the United States. 

But all these events, sensa- 
tional as they were as a purely 
sporting story, have been thrust 
into the background of history 
by the incident which so few 
people saw. 

The woman who flung herself 
in front of the King’s horse was 
a 35-year-old suffragette named 
Emily Davison, who hit upon 
this daring. scheme as a. means 
of drawing attention to the cam- 
paign for vot& for women, 

The suffragettes’ organization 
denied that they had any part in 
the scheme, or any knowledge 
of it. Whether or not the hot- 
headed action of one of their 
members did the movement any 
good, that race has become 
known as the “Suffragettes’ 
Derby.” 

Emily Davison, foolish as she 
was, undoubtedly possessed cour- 
age, and racing erected its own 
memorial to her. It is because 
of her action that there is now 
a double rail to give a clear space 
between the crowds and- the 
course.

“Rabies,” says Dr. Beatty, “is an 
acute infectious virlis disease usually 
transmitted in the éaliva of a rabid 
animal, The time it take the symp- 
toms of the disease to ‘develop’ de- 
pends on the location and extent of 
the bite. In dogs it is usually between 
fifteen and thirty days but may be 
longer; in humans from ten days up 
to a year or longer, ‘Whether the 
virus reaches the brain by way of the 
blood stream or along the nerves is 
not fully understood. The virus ia 
altered and destroyed by chemicads 
such as Dettol and. by heat, drying 
and sunlight. It will not live for any 
length of time outside the body, so 
there is not too much danger of con- 


tracting the disease if one BocIdentty |

A little black book full of use- 
full telephone numbers is becom- 
ing a “must” for tourists bound 
for Europe. 


Thanks to the automatic dial‘ 


telephone systems now in use in 
major cities across the Atlantic, 
all sorts of helpful services have 
become available to the tourist 
who knows the right numbers! 


Wondering what's going on in 
London? Just head for the near- 
est telephone, counsels the Euro- 
pean Travel Commission, and 
dial ASK 9211. The voice at. the 
other end of the wire gladly will 
brief you on the day’s high lights 
such as special parades, opening 
nights, sports events, art ex- 


. hibits and the like. 


If you're heading across the 
English Channel to Paris, you'll 
want to jot down several num- 
bers in your little black book. 


First of all, if your French fs 
a bit rusty just dial 12 and ask 
for an English-speaking opera- 
tor. She'll gladly expedite your 
telephone calls. 

Worried about picking up 
theatre or opera tickets? Simply 
dial the letters T-H-E-A-T-R-E 
and you'll be connected with a 
service that will collect them for 
you and deliver them to your 
hotel. 


But perhaps the most helpful 
combination of all, in Paris is 
the telephonic short cut for locat- 
ing all kinds of services from 
baby sitters, dog walkers, and 
yoga instructors to picking up 
luggage or meeting your Great- 
Aunt Clarissa at the boat train 
from Le Havre. Simply dial 
S-V-P (for s’il vous plait). 

The ingenious Swiss, however, 
have one of the most elaborate 
rosters of dial services. Best of 
all is their “magic number” — 
11. A combination oracle, maid- 
of-all-work, and alarm clock, 11 
will answer such- queries as the 
height of a mountain, the age of 
Switzerland's president, the de- 
parture time of a train or the 
name of the winning team’ in 
yesterday's football game. 


It also will awaken you in the 
morning, take messages, relay 
them for you, or automatically 
switch your incoming calls to 
another number, states a writer 
in The Christian Science Monitor. 


If your watch has broken 


' down (a major tragedy in Swit- 


zerland), just dial 161 for the 
exact Swiss time. 162 will bring 
you weather reports, while 167, 
168, and 169 will provide brief 
news “broadcasts” in German, 
French, or Italian, respectively. 

The City of Vienna offers 
even more exotic fare. Dial 1514 
and a cultured male voice will 
give you the day's etiquette tip. 
1517 wili launch a measured 
flow of practice dictation for 
sercretaries whose shorthand is 
rusty, while 1560 will tune in 
to a soothing recorded bedtime 
story (in:German, of course) to 
lull Junior to sleep. 

‘More than 20 other services, 
all on magnetic tape; enable you 
to listen to such varied items as 
sports results, the » beeping 


satellite, hit-of-the-week record-® 


ings, new recipes, and up-to-the- 
minute ski bulletins. 

Hollarid, too, has its share -of 
telephonic tricks, reports the 
European Travel Commission. 
Most helpful of all, for visitors, is 
its novel Informaphone service 
available at the Amsterdam VVV 
Tourist Office information booth 
opposite ‘the Central Railroad 
Station in Amsterdam. 

Special telephones at the booth 
give two minutes of recorded in- 
formation in a choice of. four 
languages (English, French, Ger- 
man and Dutch) on important 
sights and things to do in the 
Dutch city. 

The Informaphone bulletins are 
changed daily and are geared to 
the weather, On rainy days, for 
example, indoor events § are 
stressed. Two headphones are 
provided so that couples may 
listen to the transcribed bulle- 
tins. 

At the completion of the two-

minute period, a drawer at the 
base of the telephone opens 
automatically, dispensing folders, 
maps, and other helpful printed 
sight-seeing data. The Informa- 
mahones are coin operated with 
a nominal charge of 10 Dutch 
cents (about 2.6 cents) for each 
use.

Colic today, colossus tomorrow. 

This happy forecast for the 
average colicky baby was made 
lest month by Dr. Herman F. 
Meyer, Northwestern University 
Medical School pediatrician. 

When red-faced Junior 
screams, draws up his legs, and 
waves his hands in a noisy spell 
of colic, Dr. Meyer noted in the 
journal Postgraduate Medicine, 
he is probably just a normal 
youngster who is using this 
method to register highly vocal 
“resentment against the restric- 
tions imposed on his imma- 
turity.” Moreover, he added, “the 


him in babyhood will be virtues 
in adult life.” 

While some baby specialists 
contend that colic may be caused 


Meyer joins the pediatricians 
who believe that family insta- 
bility accounts for. most of these 
symptoms. In an effort to escape 
the frustrations of his home’life, 
the youngster lifts his head, sits 
up, and walks earlir than the 
more phlegmatic infant. 

In elementary school, the once 
colicky baby is “aggressive, a 
leader, non-sénsitive to the re- 
buffs of others.” In. high school, 
he “ruhs everything,” from the 
class paper to school plays. As 
an adult, this type “rushes 
through life from one success 
to another.” He has ‘a multitude 
of hobbies . . . excels in sports.”

Gave The King .- 
A Dog’s Eyebrows 


Layers of dirt nearly “an inch 
thick are’ being removed from 
some parts of Westminster Ab- 
bey, London, in a great cleaning 
operation which will not end, 
until early in 1965, when the 
Abbey’s 900th anniversary cele- 
brations are due to take place. 

As a result of the “spring 
clean” — the biggest ever known 
at Westminster — this will be 
thd first time for 600 years that, 
the magnificent Abbey will be 
seen as its builders intended. 

In some places the cleaners 
have laid bare hitherto unknown 
repairs carried out by Sir Chris- 
topher Wren 300 years ago. All 
England has béen combed for 
oak trees big enough to supply 
the 37 foot beams needed to 
support the roof following the 
destruction of much of the 
criginal timber by death-watch 
beetles. 

For more than three centuries 
kings, queens, poets, priests and 
statesmen have been buried at 
the Abbey. Displayed there to- 
day are a number of life - size 
wax effigies of three queens, two 
kings, three duchesses, a mar- 
quess, an earl and the great Lord 
Nelson, Britain’s sea hero. 

Nelson’s~ was the last effigy 
to be made for the Abbey. The 
story goes that when Lady Ham- 
ilton went to inspect it she re- 
marked: “The likeness would be 

ect if this lock of hair were 
isposed in the way. his lordship 
always wore it.” And reaching 
out her fingers, she put it prop- 
erly into place. . 

How did these effigies ever 
come into being? It used to be 
the custom to show the embalm- 
ed bodies of kings and queens 
at their funerals. Later wax 
effigies were ‘shown .- instead, 
dressed in the dead monarch’s 
clothes. The custom spread to 
the funerals.of other great per- 


It was decided a few years ago 
to restore the effigies which had 
became battered and darkened 
by the dirt of centuries. The ex- 
perts doing the work discovered 
that the heads of the effigies of 
Edward III and Henry VII are 
genuine death-masks. 

That of Edward is consequent- 
ly the ‘oldest European death- 
mask in existence. 

The cleaning revealed the 
original facial color of the ef- 
figies, sometimes fairly brightly. 
It was also found that all the 
remnants of hair on them were 
human, except the eyebrows of 
Fdward III, which were from a 
dog. 

Dr. H. S. Holden who, at the 
time of this restoration was di- 
rector of Scotland Yard's for- 
ensic laboratory, was called in 
to help in analysing the effigies’ 
hair.

3 tablespoons salad oil 

% cup lukewarm water 

2 teaspoons vinegar 

% cup melted butter 

filling 

1 cup ground walnuts 

8 apples, peeled and sliced 

% cup seedless raisins 

% eup chopped candied fruit 

Sift flour and salt onto a bread 
board. Make a well in center. 
Place in this well the egg white, 
1 tablespoon of salad oil, the 
“water and vinegar. Work in the 
flour, kneading until a dough is 
formed; Knead until dough is 
elastic. Brush with remaining 
oil. Cover with a warm bowl 
and let stand for 30 minutes. 
Cover table with a cloth and 
dust it with flour. Roll out dough 
as thin as possible. Brush with 
melted shortening; sprinkle with 
nuts. Spread apple filling over 
dough and -roll carefully by 
gently lifting one side of the 
cloth; roll like a jelly roll, Bake 
40 minutes at 425 degrees F., or 
until strudel is crisp and brown.

He found 
out it doesn’t do any good to 
pull it away, it just sticks some- 
where else. Everybody came to 
him with suggestions, and solici- 
tous inquiries about his condi- 
tion, and immediate questions he 
couldn’t delay answering. 

“What can we do?” Is this such 
a problem? I don’t remember we- 
ever had it, and we didn’t have 
“advantages” back then. We 
couldn’t jump in an automobile 
and go ten towns over for a 
pizza, We didn’t have hi-fi and 
tee-vee. (“Aw, there's nothing 
on it—just banging and hang- 
ing!” said the black-eyed girl.) 
We had a sociable occasionally, 
always gutting home by nine- 
thirty, and sometimes we pulled 
taffy at them. Organized play 
was unknown; we had no youth 
centers. We walked and walked 
home. It's a little hard for me to 
take a modern youngster seri- 
ously when he says, “What can 
we do?”

England dairy and poultry farms 
has shown specifically the tre- 
mendous investment in_.time, 


must make to produce the kind 
of commodity demanded by to- 
day's consumers 

Like their counterparts in 
other areas, these dairy and poul- 
try farmers are having to find 
new ways to increase their effi- 
ciency and to beat the cost-price 
squeeze. 

Take, for instance, Jean and 
Byron Hathorn’s diary farm, a 
tidy river-bottom farmstead in a 
narrow valley. Only about 125 
acres out of their total 370 are 
usable as pasture and for grow- 


. ing hay and corn. 


In the seven years since Byron 
began taking over management 
of the family farm from his 
father, he not only has doubled 
the size of his Holstein herd, but 


. has practically doubled the but- 


terfat content of the milk. His 
over-all accomplishment, says 
William Stone, county agent, has 
put him in the top 10 per cent 
among the dairy farmers — 
“maybe the top 5 per cent.” 

a ° e 
Like many other modern 
young farmers who are making 
their farms pay, Mr. Hathorn 
had a family farm to start with 
~- but prospects didn’t look very 
encouraging at the time. 
Byron and Jean came back 
to a farm that he, and his five 
brothers and one sister had all 
been glad to leave as soon as 
they could get out on ttheir own. 
They'd all had enough of the 
drudgery of -pertpetual before- 
-and-after school farm chores in 
the days when manpower and 
horsepower did all the work. 

But after trying other. things, 
Byron decided that “there are 
worse things.than farming.” His 
father was “getting along” and 
needed help, so Byron and Jean 
moved to the farm seven years 
ago to share 50-50 with his 
mother and father.

But 50 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds from the 17 milk cows then 
on the farm was pretty slim, 
even when supplemented with a 
little grain business and a few 
chickens, Gradually, with some 
help from Bill Stone, the Ha- 
thorns nat only made necessary 
improvements to the farm, but 
worked out an agreement with 
the elder Hathérn which contin- 
ued the 50 per cent arrangement 
and also assured Byron's future 
as the ultimate sole owner. His 
father has since passed on, but 


his mother still occupies her own 
house on the farm

His own careful records on

‘ ties to the point of even pre- 


scribing the exact feed best for 
each cow, determining when she 
needs a complete rest, etc. 


- ‘The service costs about 9 cents 
per. cow per month, and Mr. 
Hathorn feels thif has paid off 
well, as have all his investments 
in mechanical equipment which 
have enabled him to handle all 
the work himself — well, not 
quite by himself, When. Mr. 
Stone commented that he had 
good equipment, Byron smiled at 
Jean and said, “Yes — and a 
good wife.”

Common clay is the common 


language for ceramists from 13 


countries whose pottery {s in- 
cluded in Ceramic International 
on view at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. 
This exhibition, the first large~ 
scale contemporary ceramic ex- 
hibition of international scope 
to be shown at’ the Metropoll- 
tan in 30 years, contains 203 


European works and 148 pieces 


from Canada and the United 
States, including Hawaii. It in- 


cludes the work of potters, sculp- 


tors, and enamelists. 

Here are not only the utili- 
tarian pots and bowls, but deco- 
rative items with cats and birds, 
children, men, and women, and 
whole towns caught in some 
characteristic mood or pose and 
made permanent in clay. 

The works represent those pot- 
ters who stick to traditional 
forms and also those more dar- 
ing and experimental ones who 
work with high-flying exuber- 
ance. As a whole, the jury has 
recognized skill of a high order, 
and “three-dimensional” inspira- 
tion, The artists shown are.those 
who have mastered the pure 
ceramic art, 

The selections — with their 
great range of motifs and types 
of ceramics — illustrate strong 
national characteristics. Yet, too, 
they indicate the evolving inter- 
national style, as potters borrow 
influence, contribute influence, 
and become themselves, inter- 
national artisans. Besides the 
work with clay which they have 
in common, there is their own 
dedication — wherever they pa- 
tiently sit at a potter’s wheel — 
to an age-old craft. In our mass- 
production society this evidence 
is refreshing and reassuring. 

Although stone ware domi- 
nate the exhibition, there ~ is 
much earthenware and terra 
cotta and some transparent por- 
celain vases as thin as eggshell.

A youth named Zerah Colburn, 
for instance, amazed scientists by 
taking only four seconds to cal- 
culate how many seconds there 
were in forty-eight years. 


Another mathematical prodigy 
who was entertaining a friend 
casually asked him the date of 
his birth. This was given. 


Within seconds the guest was 
startled by his host stating: 
“Since you were born 975,715,200 
seconds have gone by.” 

It is on record .that when 
George Parker Biddler, who 
later achieved fame as an engin- 
eer, was still at school, he re- 
jected normal arithmetical meth- 
ods and invented others of his 
own which enabled him to do 
fantastically difficult sums with 
apparent ease. 

He became widely known as 
The Calculating Boy. Once a

Q. How can I resize an Axmin- 
ster rug?

As soon as 
the soap is recived the wrappers 
should be removed from. the 
bars and the soap piled loosely 
in a dry place 

Q. How can 1 
water? 

A Soften hard water by. add- 
ing to a boiler %-full of water 
some sal-soda about the size of 
a large egg. This will not in- 
jure the clothes, will whiten, and 
save rubbing. 

Q. How can I prevent woolens 
from shrinking. when washing 
them? 

A. The shrinking can be great- 
ly reduced by observing three 
things; use warm, water, use, mild 
soap, and allow the woolens to 
dry slowly. 

Q. How can I keep honey from 
turning Into candy? 

A. To keep strained honey from 
eandying, boil it gently.
